| THE COURT: - Ladies and gentlemen, at this time, 
it is now my task to charge you on the 


law which applies to this case as ve2ll as 


I can in keeping with the statutes, 


decided cases and the rules, and it is 


your task to li ten to the charge and 


apply it to the facts which you will find | 


in the case. 


As I have eyplained to yo. before 


you determine the facts from the testimony, 
| 
of the witnesses and the exhibits which 
have been introduced into evidence. The 
exhibits will be delivered to you in the 
jury room for your assistaice. [ will 
also send to you a copy of the indictment 


so that you will have this as a guide so 


that when you come back and you have 
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arrived at a verdict, your foreman, upon | 
| 
| 


questioning by Mr. White, tiie clerk, 
can announce orally your ve-dict in open 
court. 

The verdict, of course, each count 


you must consider separately and you must! 


vote on each count separately. Your vote) 


must be by unanimous vote on each and 
your vote would be and your verdict novig) 
be either guilty or not guilty announced 
in open court by your foreman. 

It is important that during your 


sessions, that you deliberate. we talk 


about jury deliberation. Jury delibera- 


tion is your discussing the evidence ia 


the case conscienciously w thout bias, 


prejudice, passion toward one side or the! 


other in the case. Objective reasoning 
should be your goal. You should not 
infuse into the deliberation process any 
rumors or general notions you have about 
law enforcement generally or about what 
yo. have heard has happened in other 
cases at other t.mes. Your 3%b and my 
job in this case i» a rather narrow one. 
We are not here .o be detectives. 
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We are not here to pass upon the good or 


) 


evil of others in the case outside of 
their being witnesses and that, certainly 
of course, you may consider whether 
people have conducted themselves in a 


proper manner to determine whether or not 


they are credible witnesses, but that is 
a different point from the one I am 
making now. 


We are here to judge the guilt or 


| 

| 
innocence of Mr. Van Vleck. You know that 
others in che case have pled guilty and 
that has been spread out in the record. 
Their reasoning, why they pled guilty, 
what evidence the Government iad against 
them, either apparent or whatever else 

| 
vou in the sense that it cannot be con- 
sidered as any evidence at all against 
the defendant Van Vleck, What evidence 


was before Mr. Mosca, for example, each 


individual has different circumstances 
facing him. 
Mr. Van Vleck, as we have explained 


before, presumed innocent. It is the 
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burden on the part of the Government 
to prove his guilt beyond a reasonable 


doubt and that can only be by legal, 


competent, believable, credible evidence 
and it is for you to make all those 


judgments. Certainly, as I have explained 


it to you before, it is no evidence at all 


| 
of guilt pointing to Mr. Van Vleck, the 


fact that he is indicted. 
That is a means of bringing the case| 
into court and to make sure that he is 
not charged again, to make sure that he 
is able to mount his defense. The burden | 
remains upon the Government to prove his | 
guilt beyond a reasonable doubt. | 
On the exhibits, many exhibits will 
be delivered to you. There will be some 
exhibits which you have heard discussed 
and commented upon by the witnesses which | 
will not be sent to you. I point this 
Out because in questioning Mr. Mosca and 
Mr. Gates, Mr. Walsh showed them state- 
ments which they had given to the agents 


at another time and as to when they were 


given and the manner in which they were 
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given, that is for your determination 
to make your judgment about what bearing 
they had here, but these exhibits, for 
example, will not be delivered to you 


because under the rules, they ar- not 


admitted in evidence. They were here to 


be used as a guide. The most important 


information for you is what did the 
witness testify to in open court on 


direct and also on Cross examination. 


In the entire mix, you certainly may| 


take into account what was said at an 


earlier time by the witness in determin- 


ing whether or not his testimony given 
at this time is factual in making up your| 


mind about how important it is to your 


| 
resolution of the issues in this lawsuit, 


| 


but I just wanted, for the present, I 
wanted to explain to you that because of 


certain rules and decided cases, certain | 
! 


exhibits will be not given to you. What- | 
ever you heard about them you may consider 


’ 


but what is not before you, then you 


simply will not consider it. 


During the course of the trial, I 
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have had occasirn to sustain certain 
objections or to overrule certain objec- 


tions or to tell you that certain testi- 


mony should not be included. If I said 
that certain testimony should not be 
included, then you should not consider 
it in your deliberations. 

It is well when you go to the jury 
room to pick one of your number to act 
as your foreman. He can be your spokes- 
man when you come into court. If you hav¢ 
a question to put to the Court you should 
only do it in writing which you will give | 
to the Marshal to be delivered to the | 
Court and then we will have you back in 
and we will talk to you about whatever the 
problem is. You should not attempt to 
communicate with anyone other than through 
this particular scheme. I do not want to | 
hurry your deliberation and tell you how 
long to deliberate. That is entirely 


up to you. You are the determiners of 


how long it will take you to decide. So 


that you can approach your problems with a 


clear mind, however, without worrying 
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about what is going to happen at home 

if you are expected at a particular time, | 
1 will tell you after my charge you will 
then start your deliberation. If you 


can finish this afternoon, fine. i 


you cannot, then I will have you come back(| 


up at 5:30 and we will take a recess and 
have you come back tomorrow sc that you 
can go to your homes overnight and not 
Stay here during the evening hours. 

will tell you this later, but it is 
impcrtant if you do go home overnight, 
you do not talk about this case with 
anyone at all. 

The first thing in any lawsuit is 
what are we going to consider. As I have) 
explained, you consider all the testimony | 
of the witnesses and all of the exhibits 
which are introduced into evidence. You 
may conside* this information not only 
just as it directly gives you information| 
but also as to any reasonable inferences 
which may flow from the direct testimony 


you have received. 


A formal way of saying that is that 
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there are two types of evidence from 
which a jury may properly find the truth 
as to the facts of a case. Ine is 

direct evidence. That is, the testimony 
of an eye witness. The other is indirect 
or circumstantial evidence, the proof of 
a chain of circumstances pointing to the 
existence or non-existence of certain 
facts. The law makes no distinction be- 


tween direct and circumstantial evidence 


but requires that the jury find the facts | 
in accordance with the preponderance of 
all the evidence in the case, both direct 
and circumstantial and as I have explained 
to you, the rule in a criminal case is 


that the burden is on the Government to 


prove guilt beyond a reasonable doubt. 
In considering circumstantial evidence, 
| 


you know that we must approach this with 


care. We must use our common sense and 


| 
if there are two inferences that may come | 


out of a set of facts, both reasonable, 


one pointing to guilt and the other point-| 


ing to innocence, then the jury, in keepin 


with the rule of reasonable doubt, must 
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adopt the inference which points to 
innocence. 

In making up your mind about the 
evidence in the case, you will essentially 
mostly rely upon the testimony of the 
witnecses who have testified. In doing 


that, you will make a judgment about how 


the testimony of one witness s connected 
up with that of another, how 1t is 
supported by the testimony of the other 
witnesses or not supported, how it is 
supported or not supported by the exhibits 
in the case. You are the sole judges of | 


the credibility of the witnesses and it 


is up to you to determine how much weight 


their testimony deserves. You should 
carefully scrutinize the testimony given, | 
the circumstances under which each witness 
testified and every matter in evidence 
which tends to indicate whether the 
witness is worthy of belief. You may 

take into consideration the appearance, 
attitude, behavior of the witness, the 


interest of the witness in the outcome 


of the case, the relation of the witness 
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to any party to the suit, the inclination 
of the witness to speak truthfully or 

not to speak truthfully, the probability 
Or improbability of a witnes estimony. 
YOu may consider any conscious or un- 
conscious bias or prejudice that the 
witness may have toward either side. 

the what hope of reward or of 
leniency any witness may feel that he or 
she may receive because of the outcome 
of the litigation. 

You may consider the demeanor and 
manner of the witness on the stand. You 
should consider not only direct testimony, 
but also the cross examination of the 
witness. You should consider the witness’ 
intelligence, motive and state of mind 
while on the witness stand. )£ course, 
as far as the witness telling you that 
he observed something that happened at 
a particular time, you should keep into 
account whether it was light or dark, 
whether the witness was close or far away, 


You should determine whether or not, in 


your judgment, the witness had an accurate 


| 
' 
| 
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recollection of what had occurred. 

Inconsistencies ox discrepancies 
in the testimony of a witness does not 
mean that you must discredit such testi- 
mony entirely. In weighing the effect 
of a discrepancy, you will always con- 
sider whether it pertains to a matter of 
importance or an unimportant detail and 
whether the discrepancy results from 
innocent error or intentional falsehood. 

You, ladies and gentlemen, are 
entitled to use your common sense under 
these rules in determining the facts from 
the testimony of the witnesses and the 
exhibits which have been introduced into 
evidence. 

In applying these general rules to 
this particular case, ).u must keep in 
mind that as to certain witnesses, the 
law requires special care and attention. 


The witnesses such as Mrs. Czora, Mr. 


Mosca, Mr. Gates, who have pled guilty to/| 


a charge and are awaiting sentence by the 
Court, you may take into your considera- 


tion all of these factors in determining 
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whether or not this has or may have in- 
fluenced in any fashion the testimony 
of these witnesses. They here admitted 
their part in some kind of criminal act. 
Their testimony, Simply because of that 
fact alone, putting aside the question of | 
conviction, means that you must put their 
testimony to searching scrutiny and only 
receive it with great care and caution. 
There are some other general rules 
which we should talk about for a few 
minutes. Mr. Walsh, in his argument, 
points to the fact that mrs. Czora's, - 
that young lady, and the name has escaped 
my mind, who we heard about and who intro- 
duced her to the man known as Joe Marine 
Or Marina and who turned out to be Mr. 
Ebert, she did not appear here as a witness. 
We heard a lot about Mr. Cannizaro. We 
heard something about Mr. Cannizaro and he 


did not appear here as a witness. Mr.

Williams says that it is not the obligation 
of the Government to produce all of the 
test mony and all the witnesses they have 


available. ‘nat is true, but on the other 
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hand, if you believe that these witnesses 
are under the control of the Government 
and that their testimony is important 

for your consideration and that it is not 
here, - obviously, it is not here, - 

then you may take inferences against the 
Government's case in considering this lack 
of production of these witnesses. 

Stated in a formal way, it comes to 
this, the law does not require the 
prosecution to call as witnesses all 
persons who may have been present or 
may have been involved in the case or 
have knowledge of the case. However, in 
judging the credibiliiy of the witnesses 
who have testified and in considering the 
weight and effect of all evidence that 
has been produced, you may consider the 
prosecution's failure to call ocher 
witnesses or to produce other evidence 
shown by the evidence in the case to be 
in existence and available. These are 
questions for you to determine whether or | 


not the testimony is in existence and 


whether it is available and whether it is| 


| 
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important and whether or not even if 

it is all those things, whether or not 
you have enough information to go on and 
make your judgment from what has been 
testified to here. 

It is again well worth repeating 
that the law places no burden upon the 
defendant in a criminal case, no burden 
of calling any witnesses or producing any 
evidence and no adverse inferences may be 
drawn from his failure to do so. 

We talked about reasonable doubt, 
What is it? A reasonable doubt is a 
fair doubt based upon reason and common 
sense and arising from the state of the 
evidence. It is rarely possible to 
prove anything to an absolute certainty. 
Proof beyond a reasonable doubt, therefore, 
is established if the evidence is such as 


you would be willing to rely and act upon 


in the most important of your own affairs.| 
| 


?. defendant is not to be convicted, however, 


on suspicion, conjecture or Speculation. 
A reasonable doubt ay arise not only 


from the evidence produced, but also from 
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the lack of evidence. Since the burden 
is upon the prosecution to prove the 
accused guilty beyond a reasonable doubt 


of every essential element of the crime 


charged, a defendant has the right to 
rely upon failure of the prosecution to 
estailish such proof. A defendant may 
also rely upon evidence brought out on 
cross examinatio’ of witnesses ‘or the 
p-osecution. 

The law does not impose upon a 
defendant the duty of producing any 
evidence. A reasonable doubt is such a 
doubt as is based upon reason and as 
appeals to your power of logic. It is a 
doubt arising out of something tangible | 
iu the evidence or something lacking in 
the case. It is to be distinguished from | 
a doubt which might be based on emotion. | 

If you feel uncertain and not fully | 
convinced that a defendant is guilty of 


| 
the crimes charged and yon believe you are 


| 
| 


acting in a reasonable manner and you 
believe a reasonable man or woman in any 
matter of like importance would hesitate 
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t2 convict because of such a doubt as 
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you have that is a reas nable doubt to 
the benefit of which the defendant is 
entitled. If you have such a doub’ 
must acquit. 

in this case, ladies and gentlemen, 
Mr. Van Vleck did not take the stand. 
In keeping with what I have already told 
you, that ic his absolute right and you 
may not, in your deliberation, consider 


this in any fashion against him. You 


may not consider it in your own mind. 

You may not talk about it. You may not | 
let it influence your judgment in any way, 
He has the absolute right nut tc take the | 


stand and his failure to take it may not 


be held against him in any fashion. 


We will pass on to the particular 
counts in the indictment. I have already 


told you that I will give to you, or I 


hope I did, - t will give you a copy of 


the indictment for your use during your 


deliberation. That is, a copy which relates 


to the particular counts which we are 


) 


going to deal with in this case. The 
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other counts deal with mr. Mosca and 
Mr. Gates and some of the other people 


and they are not before you. So we can 


zero in on what counts we will only in-

clude the counts with which Mr. Van Vleck 


is involved.

In Count 6 in the indictment, the

defendant Peter Van Vleck is charged with| 


attempting to sell falsely made and 


counterfeited obligations of the United 


States in the amount of about $175,000 


in ten and twenty dollar Federal Reserve 
Notes in violation of Title 18, United 


States Code, Section 472. That section 


provides partly as follows: 

Whoever with intent to defraud 
attempts to pass or sell any falsely made! 
forged, counterfeited or altered obliga- 
tion or other security of the United 
States, shall be guilty of an offense 


7 
against the laws of the United States. 


Under this particular count, the 


Government must prove three essential 


elements beyond a reasonable doubt in 


order to attain your verdict of guilty. 
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First, that the defendant attempted to 
pass a counterfeit obligation or obliga- 
tions of the United States at or about 
the time mentioned in the charge. 
Secondly, that the defendant knew 
at the time that the obligation or 
obligation: were counterfeit. 


‘Thirdly, that he attempted to pass 


or sell the obligation willfully and for 
the purpose of defrauding someone. 

In the same count of the indictment, 
the defendant Peter Van Vleck is alsc 
charged with a violation of United States, 


| 
Code, Section 2 which provides that 


| 
whoever commits an offense against the 
United States or aids, abets, counsels, 
commands, induces or procures its commis— 
sion is punishable as a principal. 

In other words, in a case where two 
or more persons are charged with the 


commission of a crime, the guilt of a 


defendant may be established without 


proof that he personally did every act 


a 


constituting the offense charged. In 


order to aid and abet another to commit 
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a crime, it is necessary that the 
accused willfully associated himself in 
some way with the criminal venture and 
willfully participated in it as he would 


in something he wishes to bring about. 


That is to say that he willfully seeks 
by some act or omission of his to make 
the criminal venture succeed. 

You must find, certainly, that the 
defendant in this count and in the other 
count acted with a specific intent to 
disobey or to disregard the law. You 
must find that he acted willfully, he did | 
not act through mistake or error or through 
carelessness, but that he knew the facts 
and he went ahead and he willfully 
attempted to pass or sell the obligations 
described in the indictment. 

I am going to leave the finding of 
fact to you, ladies and gentlemen. ‘hat 
is your function, but generally speaking, 
in this case, we haveon the last day, 
under one interpretation of the evidence, 
the tact that Mr. Van Vleck was not right 


at the scene where the meeting was going

necessary that the defendant be personally

If you find that he willfully 
associated himself with the venture, with | 
the criminal venture, - that is, to pass 
these particular counterfeit notes and 
willfully participated in it as he would 
in something he wishes to bring about, 
that is to say he willfully sought by 
Some act or omission of his, he sought 
to have the criminal venture succeed, 

You must also find from all the 
evidence in the case that the obligations 


were counterfeit, that they were not 


) 


genuine obligations of the United States. 
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In that regard, I should mention the 

fact that we have the testimony here of 
the agent, the Secret Service Agent who 
told you about his opinion. Generally, 


we do not listen to the opinions of 


ordinary lay people, but certain people 
we can listen to. If the man is a 


plumber he can come in here and tell us 


how to take care of a plumbing problem, 
but an ordinary householder would not be 
permitted to come in and testify in 
court, or how to wire a house, or a 
doctor can come in and tell us about the 
medical ills of a person. A nurse, 
perhaps, but someone who just has some 
general knowledge of medicine from 


reading, of course, not, so the first 


thing you have to do is to determine 
whether or not the man is qualified to 
testify about whether certain obligations| 
are good or bad, whether they are countert 
feit or whether they are genuine and | 
then you have to listen to his testimony 


and determine from the facts that he 


) 


has assumed and which he has explained 
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to you whether his judgment is good or 
bad and from that, and you can accept 
his testimony if you believe that he is 


qualified and if you believe that the 


assumptions that he has made are valid 
ones and that his reasoning is correct 


and that his final conclusion is a good 


one.

Section 371 provides 
partly that if two or more persons 
conspire to commit any offense against 
the United States and one or more of 
such persons do an act to effect the 
object of the conspiracy, each is guilty 
of an offense against the United States. 


The conspiracy count is different 


from the other count. The conspiracy 


) 


count involves planning of a criminal 
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venture. o€5 not matter whether 

it succeeds or it fails. It is the 
planning, if you find within the law is 
accomplished as I will charge it to you 
which counts. I the other one, it is 
the doing of the act which is the 


essential part, but naturally, if you 


make a plan and it succeeds or it almost 
succeeds, that is certainly good evidence 


of the plan itself. 


In order to find Mr. Van Vleck 
guilty, you must find the following 
elements beyond a reasonable doubt: 

The existence of a conspiracy for 
the purpose of attempting to sell counter-4 
feit obligations of the United States 


as described in the indictment and 


within the time Span as set forth in 
the indictment. 

Secondly, that the defendant joined 
the conspiracy with knowledge of the un- 
lawful purpose of the conspiracy. | 


Thirdly, that one of the conspirators 


committed at least one overt act in 


furtherance of the object of the conspiracy 
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A conspiracy, ladies and gentlemen, 
is a combination or agreement among two 
Or more persons to violate the law as 
charged in the indictment. In this case, 
an ayreement to pass or sell or attempt 
to pass or sell counterfeited obligations 
of the United States with the intent to 
defraud or with the intent that those 

| 
obligations be used as true and genuine. | 
A corspiracy is a kind of partnership 
in a criminal purpose. The gist of the 
crime is the agreement to violate the 
law. This does not mean that two or 
more persons must meet and sign a formal 
partnership agreement or that they must 
sit down and agree in so many words on 
what their unlawful plan is. 

The first element is satisfied if 
you “*nd beyond a reasonabie doubt that 
any two or more of the people stated in 
the indictment in any way intentionally 
combined or agreed to a common plan 
knowingly and intentionally to pass or 


sell or attempt to pass or sell counter- 


) 


feit obligations. 
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The second element which the 
Government is required to prove beyond 
a reasonable doubt is that each de fend- 
ant joined the conspiracy with knowledge 
of its unlawful purpose, 

When I say joined the conspiracy, 
I do not mean that he had to apply for 
membership. However, before one can be 
found to be a conspirator, he must know 
about the conspiracy, about its unlawful | 
purpose ard voluntarily and knowingly 
join the criminal venture with an intent 
to combine with others in violation of 
the law. He must, knowingly, promote the | 
scheme or have some kind of a stake in 
its outcome. One may become a member of 
@ conspiracy without knowing all the 
details or all of the operations of the 
conspiracy. One defendant may know only 
one other member. Yet, if he knowingly 
cooperates to further the illegal purpose 
of the conspiracy with knowledge that 
others have combined to violate the law, 


he becomes a member, although his own 


) 


role may be rather insignificant. 
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If you find that a defendant did 


jOin a conspiracy, then he is bound by 


what others Say and do to promote and 


further the venture, even though he, 
himself, is not present. This is go 
because each conspirator is the agent 
or partner of every other conspirator. 

The third eleme it of the crime of 
conspiracy is the commission by a 
conspirator of at least one overt act 
charged in the indictment in furtherance 
of the object of the conspiracy. 

An overt act means an act by any 
member of the conspiracy in an effort to 
accomplish some purpose of it. The reason 
the law of conspiracy requires an overt 
act is because a person might agree to 


commit a crime and then change his mind 


Or individuals may just simply sit around | 


and talk about the commission of certain | 


Criminal ventures, but never take any 


step toward its completion. It may be 


foolish, their talk, but people should not 


) 


be criminally charged because of making 


foolish and ridiculous plans which they 
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have no intention to carry out, so in 


order to find a person guilty of conspir- 


acy, you must find that one of the overt 
acts charged, that some act was taken 
in order to complete the plan. 

Therefore, before a defendant can be | 
convicted of the crime of conspiracy, one 
or more of the conspirators must have 
taken at least one step or performed one ! 
Single act which moved toward carrying 
out the unlawful intent to commit the 
crime. If those acts were performed by 
any member of the conspiracy, whether or 
not it is the defendant on trial, and the 
acts were performed during the existence 
of the conspiracy and in furtherance of 
it, then those acts are sufficient to 
satisfy the third element. 

The Government is not required to 
prove that each of the overt acts as 
alleged were committed. It is enough 
that the Government prove beyond a reason+ 
able doubt that at least one of the overt | 


acts charged was committed in furtherance 


) 


of the conspiracy by one or more member. 
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of the conspiracy. 


It may be that some of the acts 
charged, overt acts, did not occur exactly 
On the day they happened. It is enough 
if they occurred at or about the time 
as alleged in the indictment. 

Under the law, the term obligations 
of the United States means Federal Reserve 
Notes of whatever denomination. 

In this case, you will remember when 
we talked about the evidence coming in 
On conspiracy. It is important in your 
determination as to whether or not there 
is a conspiracy and whether Mr. Van Vleck 
Knowingly became a member of - that you 
make that igiment from what he, Mr.

Said or did outside of his presence, 

In this case, you will recall the 
testimony, generally, of Mr. Mosca about 
his meetings, his conversations with Mr.

that that tnere is a conspiracy and that

you find that if he, Knowingly, became 
a member, then hearsay statements :ziade 
by cthers, - that is, statements made 
nct in his presence, may be considered, 
but it is important for you in determining 
this, these questions, to take up the 
question first about whether there was 
@ plan and whether Mr. Van Vleck knowingly 
became a member of the plan by what 
ac. .ons he took and by what statements 
he wade in making your judgment in this 
regard. 

It is important also that you keep 


in mind that at the time of these acts, 


that the defendant, that you find that 
these acces were taken Wil.fully with a 
specific intent te violate the law, with 
a specific intent to defraud someone. 
This is an important consideration.

Thirdly, they must prove beyond a 
reasonable doubt that he attempted to pasg 
or sell the obligation willfully and for 
the purpose of defrauding someone. They 
must show that there was a specific in- 
tent on his part to violate the law 
to defraud. 

In this case, as far as the events 
here are concerned, Mr. Van Vleck is 
also charged with aiding and abetting, 


That is, one who aids, abets, counsels 


and so forth, induces or procures the 


commission of the material or the thing 
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charged in the indictment. In order to 
aid and abet another, it is necessary that 
the accused willfully associate himself 
in some way with the criminal venture 


and willfully participated in it as he 


would in something he wishes to bring 


about. That is to Say that he willfully 
seek by some acta omission of his to 
make the criminal venture succeed. 

Examples are bad, I know, but it is 
not necessary that a person be on the 
scene of an event to be found guilty of 
a crime because you, by the use of 


telephone, for example, you can counsel, 


command or induce someone to commit a 
criminal act who is in SanFranciszo. 

It is how much you bring to bear in the 
eventual completion of the act which is 
important. It is important that you know 


the essentials here and that you intend || 


that the criminal act succeed. It would 


not be necessary that since you are here
